Secretary Wilson voiced these sentiments 
when asked about Governor Shaw tonigat 
and he added that the governor was Dbet- 
ter known to the people east of the Mis- 
sissippi on questions of finance. 

To Senator Dolliver, of Iowa, whose re- 
lations with Governor Shaw have been 
close, his selection for the treasury port- 
folio gave the greatest pleasure.

Injustice to Innocent.

The Fil- 
ipinos hated Spain because the Span- 
i2zrds considered themselves the supe- 
rior race, but the Spaniards got along 
with them better than our people have 
as yet. High glass Spaniards endeavored 
to affiliate with the people, and mer- 
chants and lawyers many of them, took 
Filipino wives; tne Americans hold aloof. 
The cheapest private does not hesitate 
to proclaim his contempt for the highest 
class Filipinos. Where there has been 
a marriage ceremony between an Ameri- 
can soldier and a Filipino woman, as 
there have been a few, the desertion of 
the. woman has been the common re- 
s“:It 

General Hughes has found that many 
of the leading men, men _ professing 
friendship for the Americans, have been 
contributing to the funds for the insur- 
rectos. This may have been done parttal- 
ly through fear for their Mves and their 
property, fer they have undoubtedly 
been threatened; but it is inconceivable 
that it can all have been on that 
count. The Filipinos in this city, for 
instance, have known that their lives 
and their property are safer under Amerl- 
can rule than they would probably be 
under a Filipino government They 
are against us, however—deeply against 
us at heart. 

One other cause that has contributed 
to this ill-feeling is the corruption of the 
native women by the American soldiers. 
This is not a pleasant subject to discuss, 
but it furnishes one of the reasons for 
the unfriendly feeling which exists in 
al! branches of society. The Filipino 
women have been regarded as remark- 
ably virtuous. This has been due to 
their native modesty, which cannot he 
questioned, and to the influences of the 
Catholic church to which all the people 
belong. There was but little money in 
this island before the Americans came. 
Much of that which was here belonged 
to the Chinese who had, by its use, suc- 
ceeded in getting some of the Filipino 
women as their wives. That fact has 
much to d» with the undying hatred of 
the Filipino for the Chinaman. The 
instanccs of this kind were, however, 
comparatively few, and in most of them 
there was a real marriage. 

Corruption of Women. 

jefore the Americans came, the presi- 
of the towns received the mu- 
nificent sum of ‘twelve pesos a month 
each as salary. Of course these men had 
other sources of revenue, but that was 
the recognized amount of their official 
salaries and it was regarded a large sum. 


ac- 


Then came the American sojdiers, with 


pay reaching above thirty pesos a month, 
and their expenses, to dazzle the eyes of 
the Filipino women. This was _ too 
much for the women of the lower classes 
and there has been whclesale corrup- 


tion. 
The men to whom these women are 


married or, in the natural course of 
events, would have married under the 
old order of things, carry in their hearts 
that unforgiving bitterness which all 
men feel for their successful rivals; the 
men of the higher classes who are hon- 
estly solicitous for the elevation of their 
people and to whom the sanctity of the 
Filipino home has been a proud boast, 
can hardly be blamed for doubting the 
value of American occupation and the 
American brand of civilization and Chris- 
tianity under all the circumstances. The 
more thoughtful of our officers see the 
danger back of the feeling engendered 
by this evil and would put a stop to it 
if they could, but of course they cannot; 


others laugh at it all and say the race 
will be benefited by the birth of a lot 
of American mestizos. That is a pretty 
doubtful proposition. Somebody has said 
that civilization breeds upward, while 
degradation breeds downward; just how 
much better a half caste whose father 
is one of these regular army soldiers will 
be than a Filipino of full blood it would 
take a good deal of nice calculating. to 
determine. A 

General Hughes, who is of course hon- 
estly anxious for peace, holds the firm 
conviction that it is best for the people 
of these islands that there should be 
peace even at the cost of-the burning 
of the homes of a lot of innocent people 
and the taking of the lives of a lot 
of others rather than that the present 
conditions should prevail. 

“They have had no chance yet to reach 
an understanding of the friendly purposes 
of our government,” said he in response 
to one of my questions. “I believe that 
when this thing ts crushed out and abso- 
lute peace prevails, there will be an op- 
portunity of showing them that we are 
here for their good. Business will revive, 
the island will be prosperous, the people 
will be contented and happy. It is first 
necessary to stamp this insurrection out, 
to kill off or capture the people responsi- 
ble for it, to punish those who have kept 
it alive by giving aid and comfort to 
the enemy; after that is done the problem 
will, I believe, be an easy one.” 

Crane Favors Bloody Policy. 

A good many of his officers do not 
agree with him. Colone] Crane, his adju- 
tant general, picked up a copy of the 
newspaper published here, a strong Fili- 
pino paper, and his eyes fell upon the 
words ‘‘Nuestra idea.’’ . “ 

“The paper which publishes that ex- 
pression and the men who utter it ought 
to be suppressed,’’ he said. 

“Why? ‘What does it mean?” 

“It means,’ continued the colonel, ‘‘the 
idea which is always first in the Filipino 
mind—the idea of- freedom and independ- 
ence. They have it there and there 
seems no chance to eradicate it.”’ 

The colonel hasn't much faith in the 
Filipinos ever being satisfied with Amer- 
ican sovereignty. He hasn’t much fre- 
spect for these islands and their commer- 
cial possibilities, from an American stand- 
point, 

“The best thing to do with chem,” said 
he, ‘“‘would be to kill off the people and 
then put a bomb under each island and 
blow it from the face of the earth. I 
would never leave here, however, so long 
as there was one of these fellows left to 
stick his fingers to his nose at us when 
We were going.”’ 

That is perhaps an extreme view, and 
yet it is the one held by many of the 
army officers. They talk of the treachery 
cf the Filipinos as if it is a national trait 
every mdadh, woman and 
child in the ‘slands. A good many of 
them, particularly those who have been 
out here but a short time, give the na- 
tives credit for no higher motives than 
thievery and the desire to kill. Those

Race Feeling Is Strong. 

The man who talked with me was born 
®You know,”’ said he, ‘“‘what 
a race feeling means. Well, these brown 
men have it as strongly as have the 
white men. They will never be satisfied 
until “they get a brown man’s govern- 
ment. That is the ‘our idea’ which they 
all of them hold. They believe themselves 
fully capable of handling a government 
of their owm, and they have the racial 
hatred for the white man who considers 
himself their superior, We Know that 
for the masses of the people our govern- 
ment would be infinitely better than any 
that could be set up by the Filipinos, 
especially since their long years of edu- 
cation in corruption and bribery by the 
Spaniards; but witether we will ever be 
able to make the people understand it is 
something no man say. The pros- 
pects are anything but favorable.” 

One of the most intelligent Filipinos I 
have met is the editor of El Nueva Dia, 
The New Day, published here at Cebu.

Italian Government Wants

States Extended. 


GUARANTEE OF TREATIES 
NOT BEING CARRIED OUT 


Believed That'if Federal Law Was 
Extended To Protect Foreigners 
in the States the Lynch- 
ings Would Be Pre- 
vented.

Washington, December 25.—The Italian 
government has been renewing its efforts 
of late with the ‘authorities at Wash- 
ington to haye our federal statutes so 
extended as to protect foreigners in cases 
arising within the jurisdiction of states, 
thus giving a federal remedy for lynch- 
ings and like affrays directed against 
Italians, such as have occurred in Lou- 
isiana, Colorado and Mississippi. The 
new ambassador, Signor Mayor des 
Planches, took up this question which 
had arisen in connection with the lynch- 
ings of severa) Italian citizens at Erwin, 
Miss., immediately on his arrival here. 

Tn this connection Signor Mayor said 
today: 

“Under the treaty which exists be- 
tween Italy and the United States, the 
citizens of each country are guaranteed 
the fullest protection while residing in 
the other country. In the case of Amer- 
icans residing in Italy they have exactly 
the same rights, the same protection, the 
same recourse to the courts that an Ital- 
ian subject enjoys. The only exception 
is in connection with political rights. In 
the case of Italians residing in the 
United States, the treaty assures them 
the same: rights and protection given to 
American citizens. But, unfortunately, 
this expression of the treaty, so far as 
it relates to Italians in this country, 1s 
somewhat theoretical, for, under the 
Amcrican system, which limits the fed- 
eral authority over states, the central 
government is not able to give effect to 
the guarantee laid down by the treaty.

They will be better 
able to understand the motives of our 
government, and will they not come to 
see that the sort of government we pro- 
pose for them is best?’ 

“No! On the contrary, the 
of the coming generation will feel the de- 
sire for independence even more than we 
do. It is being instilled) in them from 
babyhood. Education tn English will 
only tend to impress them the stronger 
with the conviction of their ability to 
administer and maintain their own gov- 
ernment. Those who count upon making 
over the Filipino by teaching him English 
have little conception of what racial in- 
stincts and race feeling mean.” 

Which, by way of comment, is not 
difficult to believe. The mfgst intense 
people north and south on the great 
questions wkich divided our own people 
in the sixties were the generation that 
came on after the war. 

Work of School Teacher. 

On the subject of the making over 
these people through the work of the 
school teacher, one of the highest officers

We fully recognize the difficulties of this 
situation, which have been as apparent 
to the statesmen of this country as they 
have been to those of Italy. We have 
hoped this would bring about the enact- 
ment of a law which would permit the 
federal government to carry out the guar- 
antee of treaties. This would be a genu- 
ine remedy for affairs similar to those 
Which have occurred in Louisiana and 
Mississippi and would prevent the peri- 
odical agitation over cases arising in the 
States. As these cases arose they would 
be assured of attention under the federal 
authority with careful regard for the 
execution of treaty obligations. 

“Since the recent lynchings at Erwin, 
Miss., there has been more or less dis- 
cession of the payment of a money in- 
demnity. But in view of the Italian 
government the question of indemnity 
does not enter into the case. There has 
been no suggestion coming from us, much 
less a demand, for a cash indemnity to 
the government. The Italian does not 
seek blood money. At the same time 
the families of the victims, who are 
the ones most directly affected, naturally 
are wwilling to listen to suggestions of a 
monetary indemnity, and when these sug- 
gestions are voluntarily made by the 
state or federal authorities we can do 
nothing more than be the medium for 
considering them in behalf of our people. 
But such jndemnities are to the people 
affected and not to the Italian govern- 
ment, which feels that there is a far 
greater question involved than any finan- 
cial return to individuals. It is the real 
and the permanent remedy of having the 
federal laws give to the Italian subjects 
the protection guaranteed in our treaties 
that we desire, and it is to this end 
that my exchanges of views are tending 
rather than to the payment of special 
indemnities in the several cases. What 
the Italian government desires is a sys- 
tem covering all. cases.’

Yesterday wraps 
were thrown aside and pilazzas put to 
summer use. A pleasant Christmas dav 
was anticipated, but the spring weather 
came as a surprise. Clouds gave rise to 
fears of rain, but both fears and clouds 
were gradually dissipated and the after- 
noon brought sunshine to the earth as 
the dawn had dore to hearts.

FULTON’S FARMERS ENJOY 
BIG CHRISTMAS DINNER 


S HAS been their custom each 
A caristinas for twenty-eight years, 

the farmers of Fulton county who 
reside in the vicinity of the Mt. Ver- 
non church, gathered there yesterday to 
enjoy a big dinner and hear appropriate 
addresses delivered by men of promi- 
nence in the community. 

J. H.. Griggs, superintendent of the 
Sundaye¢school, conducted the exercises. 
Interesting speeches were made by Rev. 
G. D. Stone, Rev. O C. Simmons, and 
others. A feature of the occasion was 
the address of F. J. Merriam, who is 
considered one of the most prosperous 
and progressive farmers of Fulton coun- 
ty. 

Mr. Merriam sounded a note of en- 
couragement to the farmers, pointing 
out that the present conditions which 
seemed. depressing to the cotton grow- 
er were really a blessing in disgulse, 
forcing them, he said, into more lucra- 
tive lines of work. In part, he spoke as 
follows: 

“Your time honored custom of meet- 
ing together here to celebrate Christmas 
and share your joys with one another 
is a practice worthy of emulation. We 
should be thankful, friends, that we live 
in a land where such a large percentage 
of the population is comfortably well 
off, and we should be doubly thankful 
that we live in the country instead of 
the city, for if we are not comfortably 
well off here it is our own fault. 

“T insist that there is no reason why 
every Georgia farmer should not be com- 
fortably well off if he uses aright the fac- 
ulties God has given him. But here is 
the trouble—a great many don’t know 


lw to begin, and they have no way of 
learning. 


“IT am not here today to make a polit- 


ical speech, but I will say that it is 
my hope and purpose to pass a Dill 
through the next Georgia legislature, put- 
ting this educational work for the far- 
mers on a systematic basis, 

“Before I close I wish to say a word 
about the present farming situation and 
the outlook for the future. Those of us 
who grow cotton cannot but know that 
the price of everything which goes to 
the making of the crop is increasing and 
that the price of the fleecy staple has 
not advanced proportionately. The great- 
est item of increase in the cost is thmt of 
labor. This is proved by the constantly 
increasing difficulty we have in getting 
help. The labor we have been accus- 
tomed to employ is gradually obtaining 
better pay in other lines of work. We 
cannot pay more than we have been 
paying and grow cotton successfully with 
This I know is 


Our present methods. 

discouraging to many; but, friends, all 
these people must eat. The increase of 
manufacturing and business activity in 


the south is creating a constantly widen- 
ing circle of consumers, and here is our 
opportunity. 

‘These factory and other workers in 
the city are making, as a rule, more 
money than they could growing cotton, 
so let us raise something they need in 
the way of foodstuffs and let the cot- 
ton come in a8 a side issue. The outlook 
is indeed bright for the farmer who sees 
his opportunity and goes to wovk to 
make the most of it.”

UNCLE SAM CONDEMNS LAND 


For Naval: Station at Pearl Harbor 
in Hawaiian Islands. 
Honolulu, December 18, via Victoria, De- 
cember 25.—The first of the suits brought

MAY PAY IN FULL 


Committee Works for Relief of Con- 
ditions at Barnesville. 


T. B. CABANISS IS RECEIVER 


He Is the Permanent Appointee of 
Judge Reagan To Wind Up 
the Barnesville Savings 
Bank Affairs. 


Barnesville, Ga., December 2%.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—tHion. T. B. Cabaniss, of Forsyth, 
Ga., has been appointed permanent re- 
ceiver of the Barnesville Savings bank 
and will take charge of its affairs tomor- 
row. Mr. Cabaniss is an ex-member of 
congress and is the brother of J. W. Cab- 
aniss, of Macon, and H. H. Cabaniss, of 
Atlanta. 

While nobecdy here questions Mr. Caba- 
niss’ ability to wind up the affairs of the 
benk, {it is generally regretted that Judge 
Reagan saw fit to go out of Barnesville 
for a receiver. 

Colonel A. A. Murphey and Colonel J. 
F. Redding have been retained by Mr. 
Cabaniss as local counsel. It is under- 
stood they will look to the interests of 
all depositors in the city and _ vicinity. 
The selection of these gentlemen as coun- 
sel gives entire satisfaction, as both are 
fearless and will that the interests 
of depositors are protected. 

The largest debtor of the bank is the 
Barnesville Manufacturing Company, 
which is also in the hands of a receiver, 
C. B. Willingham, of Macon, Ga. 

At a recent meeting of the stockholders 
of the mill a reorganization committee 
of seven was appointed to look into the 
affairs of the mill and present the stock- 
holders and creditors some feasible plan 
of reorganization. This committee in- 
cludes the following gentlemen: Captain 
F. M. Farley, of Atlanta; J. J. Rogers, 
J. & Kennedy, Dr. J. L. Fogg, Dr. J. 
P. Thurman, W. W. Lambdin and F. M. 
Stafford, of Barnesville. The committee 
has formulated its plan and placed {t tn

terested. 

Should this plan be consummated, the 
factory will pay the bank every cent it 
owes, as well as all other creditors, one 
hundred cents on the dollar and have suf- 
fictent funds left for operating capital. 

The bank 1n turn will then be able to 
pay its depositors and creditors in full. 
So, everything depends on this plan of 
reorganization.

Jerusalem’s Medieval Ruins. 

London Standard: The Greek Catholic 
monks, who are in possession of the chief 
portions of the Church of the Holy Sepul- 
chre, are now going to build a bazaar op- 
posite it, where pilgrims may purchase 
souvenirs of their visit to Jerusalem. 
During the process of clearing the site 
the foundations of an old mediaeval 
church, 40 meters long and 30 wide, with 
three apses, were discovered. A number 
of fine capitals, fragments of basalt pil- 
lars, and bas-reliefs, with symbolic ani- 
mals, were found, all these remains hav- 
ing, doubtless, belonged to the choir of 
the church. Last year a valuable silver 
shrine, containing a piece of the holy 
cross and relics of the Apostles Peter 
and Paul—according, at least, to the in- 
scriptions on them—was discovered at the 
same place. 

The patriarch of Jerusalem, it is said, 
is keeping other discoveries secret, owing 
to his dislike of the Roman _ Catholic 
church. Those mentioned above are all 
the more important as it can be ascer- 
tained to what church they belonged. Ac- 
cording to the statement of a mediaeval 
traveler, the Hospice and the Monastery 
which the citizens of Amalfi founded 
about the year 640, as a refuge for west- 
ern pilgrims, was situated due south of 
the Holy Sepulchre, about a stone’s throw 
away. The first church was .built in hon- 
or St. Mary de Latinis, and the second, 
the ruins of which have now been found, 
in honor of St. John the Baptist. The 
French monk Bernard, who lived there 
ir 870, highly praised the hospitality and 
the large library of the hospice. A Mo- 
hammedan historian says it was destroy- 


ed by the Khalif Hakem, and rebuilt 
shortly afterwards; While, according to 
another: account, it prospered down to 


the time of King Baldwin of Jerusalem, 
from 1100 to 1118, when the two com- 
munities of St. Mary and St. John adopt- 
ed the latter as their joint protector. 
This was the origin of the Knights of St. 
John. The remains now discovered, 
therefore, are the ruins of the cradle of 
this order. It is most unfortunate that 
the preservation of these very interest- 
ing remains seems impossible, owing to 
the ill-feeling which exists between the 
Greek and Roman Catholics in Jerusa- 
lem.

CHRISTMAS LESSONS FROM 
THE LIFE OF THE NAZARENE 


EV. C. B. WILMER, rector of St 
Lukes church, preached Christmas 


Lakes on “The Sign of the 


Savior,”” from the text: St. Luke ii.

joy, a word which fulfilled the ancient 
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promises and their own aspirations. But 
they would need some external sign; some 
seal of their inner feelings, to connect 
them with the historical Christ. To meet 
that want, ‘‘This shall be the sign unto 
you, Ye shall find a babe wrapped in 
swaddling clothes and lying in a man- 
ger.’’ 

And this, too, {s the sign to us. The 
message we need must be from heaven. 
From no lower source could a message 
come which is to bring to the world the 
assurance of divine love. Bo human 
philosophy ever yet chanted so sublime 
a hymn as that the angels sang, still less 
ever yet caused its echo to ring in hu- 
man hearts. Human speculation, no mat- 
ter how high it rises, sinks back again to 
earth. It is Hke water which a fountain 
sends up into the air. It fs beautiful, it 
glistens for a while in the sunshine, but 
it ends in spray. This much we may feel 
Sure of, but now was this Jesus, born in 
the city of David, was He indeed the 
Savior, Christ the Lord? This is the sign 
to us, “Ye shall find a babe wrapped in 
swaddling clothes and lving in a manger.”’ 
In a word the kingship of Jesus is au- 
thenticated, for those who have eves to 
see, by His very humenness and weak- 
ness, by the absence of all the vulgar 
trappings of royalty. There was no room 
for them in the inn, and so, in poverty. 
amid the animals, He was born in a sta- 
ble and cradled in a manger! The weak- 
ness of God ts stronger than the strength 
of men. There was in the whole life of 
Jesus an entire absence of all that is in- 
spired by or that can appeal to fhe pride 
and showiness of the world. His kinelv 
crown is that of a meek and lowly spirit. 
It appears tn the very place where was 
born—Bethlehem—the least among the 
thousands of Judah—it ran like a golden 
thread through His everv act, as when 
He washed His disciples’ feet. He 
sisted the vulgar demand for a magical 
“sign.’” When on the cross it was de- 
manded of Him, ‘‘Come down from the 
cross and we will belfewe.’’ He was con- 
tented to hang there and suffer. Beside 
His crown of meekness and righteousness 
and love. He had none but that of thorns. 

And, therefore, was He wise and good 
and: strong, because he had no wisdom or 
goodness or strength of His own. He was 
emptied of self to be filled with God. 

Do we see the sign of the true king? 
Then may Hillis spirit be born in us, the 
childlike spirit, meek and lowly and re- 
ceptive of every divine influence. Do I 
speak to any who have forgotten to re- 
spond to the child’s ‘‘Merry Christmas,’" 
any whose burdens and toils have crushed 
in them the natural, simple jov in life? 
“Except ye turn and become as a little 
child, ye eannot enter into the kingdom 
of heaven.”” Go back to first principles.
